Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Circular  112/50  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  I  herewith  submit  my  first  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  Southwick  Urban  District.  I  am  personally 
concerned  only  with  the  last  quarter’s  work  of  1950,  the  preceding 
three  quarters’  work  having  been  carried  out  under  Dr.  Wilshaw. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  population  of  the  district  comprises  a  large  number  of 
elderly  people  and  consequently  the  Death  Rate  is  higher  and  the 
Birth  Rate  is  lower  than  for  the  rest  of  the  country.  When  the  age 
factor  is  corrected  the  rates  compare  very  favourably,  the  Adjusted 
Death  Rate  being  10.5  and  the  Adjusted  Birth  Rate  being  16. i. 
The  Infantile  Death  Rate  was  30.9  and  I  am  very  pleased  to  report 
that  there  were  no  maternal  deaths. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

The  Diphtheria  Immunisation  campaign  continues.  At  present, 
less  than  half  the  children  under  five  years  of  age  have  been 
immunised  and  we  must  intensify  our  efforts  to  get  this  proportion 
increased. 


Care  of  the  Aged. 


The  care  of  the  chronic  and^aged  sick  continues  to  be  one  of 
the  major  unsolved  problems. 
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General  practitioners  are 

finding  it  increasingly  difficult  to  get  the  aged  into  hospital. 


Clean  Food  Campaign. 

Efforts  have  been  made  and  are  being  made  whenever 
opportunity  occurs  to  instil  the  principles  of  food  hygiene  into  the 
minds  of  everyone,  especially  those  occupied  in  the  preparation 
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and  distribution  of  food.  This,  I  feel,  is  far  better  achieved  by 
gaining  the  confidence  and  co-operation  of  local  shopkeepers  and 
catering  establishments,  and  by  constant  education,  rather  than 
by  taking  statutory  action. 


Housing. 

The  housing  of  the  people  continues  to  be  the  major  public 
health  problem  we  have  to  face  in  Southwick  today.  Far  too  many 
families  are  living  in  overcrowded  and  unhygienic  conditions.  The 
only  legal  standard  we  have  for  overcrowding  is  in  the  Housing 
Act  1936.  This  is  an  absolute  minimum  standard  and  according  to 
this  scale  a  family  can  be  grossly  overcrowded  according  to  square 
and  cubic  feet  per  person,  but  when  the  legal  standard  is  applied 
may  show  no  overcrowding  at  all.  For  example,  a  grandmother 
and  grandfather,  mother  and  father,  grown-up  daughter  and 
children  of  say  9,  8,  6,  4,  3  years  and  twins  of  9  months,  could 
live  in  four  rooms  measuring  12ft.  by  loft.  and  yet  not  be  legally 
overcrowded.  I  am  pleased  that  the  Housing  Committee  has  now 
adopted  a  Points  scheme  which  is  based  on  the  needs  of  the  family 
rather  than  the  legal  standard.

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NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Southwick  is  a  small  urban  area  on  the  south  coast,  situated 
four  miles  west  of  Brighton. 

The  eastern  arm  of  Shoreham  Harbour,  known  locally  as 
‘'The  Canal,"'  flowing  eastwards,  forms  the  southern  boundary  of 
the  district.  On  the  strip  of  land  south  of  the  Canal  are  situated 
the  Electricity  Works  of  the  Brighton  Corporation  and  the  Works 
of  the  Brighton  Gas  Company.  The  sheltered  water  of  the  Canal 
is  used  ais  a  harbour  by  sundry  private  yachts. 

Fishing,  Agriculture,  a  Dye  Works,  the  Gas  and  Electricity 
undertakings  referred  to  above  and  retail  shop-keeping  provide 
occupation  for  the  majority  of  the  inhabitants.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE 

AREA. 

National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

Since  the  National  Health  Service  Act  came  into  force  on  July 
5th,  1948,  the  following  services  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Local 
Health  Authority,  which  is  the  West  Sussex  County  Council  : — 

The  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children, 

Domiciliary  Midwifery, 

Health  Visiting, 

Home  Nursing, 

Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care, 

Home  Help, 

Mental  Health, 

Ambulance  and  Hospital  Car  Service, 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox, 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 
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— Local  Health  Authority  Services. 

Nursing. 

General  District  Nurses,  Midwives,  Health  Visitors  and  School 
Nurses  are  employed  by  the  County  Council  to  serve  in  the  area. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres.  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

A  centre  is  held  every  Thursday  afternoon  at  the  Y.M.C.A. 
Hut,  at  2.30,  under  the  County  Council  Child  Welfare  Scheme,  the 
local  district  nurses  being  in  charge  of  it,  and  one  of  the  local 
Medical  Practitioners  being  in  attendance  once  a  fortnight.  An 
Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  also  held  Fortnightly  on  Tuesday,  at  the 
Community  Centre  at  2.30  p.m. 

Day  Nurseries. 

There  is  no  day  nursery  in  the  district. 


School  Clinics. 

No  Minor  Ailment  Clinic  is  held  in  the  district,  but  children 
attending  Southwick  Schools  may  be  sent  to  the  Shoreham-by-Sea 
Minor  Ailment  Clinic. 

Eye  Clinics  and  Speech  Therapy  Clinics  are  also  held  at 
Shoreham-by-Sea  Healtn  Centre,  and  Orthopaedic  Clinics  at 
Lancing  Health  Centre. 

Children  suffering  from  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  are  seen 
by  appointment  at  the  Sussex  Throat  and  Ear  Hospital,  Brighton. 

A  Physiotherapy  Clinic  is  held  at  Shoreham-by-Sea  Health 
Centre. 


Tuberculosis. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Councirs  Tuberculosis  Clinic,  held 
at  Southlands  Hospital,  is  available  to  the  residents  of  Southwick. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  have  made  arrangements 
entitling  residents  in  the  district  to  attend  the  Clinics  for  Venereal 
Diseases  held  at  Worthing  Hospital. 

Ambulance  Service. 

Acting  as  agents  for  the  County  Council,  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade  and  British  Red  Cross  Society  operate  the 
Ambulance  and  Hospital  Car  Service  in  the  County.  Calls  for  an 
ambulance  are  made  through  the  doctor  or  nurse  in  attendance  on 
the  case,  or  through  the  Police. 
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Lists  showing  names  and  addresses  of  midwives,  health  visitors 
and  general  nurses  may  be  seen  at  County  Libraries,  Town  Halls 
or  Offices  of  local  District  Councils,  and  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  County  Hall,  Chichester.  Information  as  to  the  situation 
of  clinics  and  times  of  sessions  may  be  obtained  from  the  same 
sources,  or  from  the  local  midwife,  health  visitors  or  general  nurse. 

II.*— ^Hospital  and  Specialist  Services. 

A  comprehensive  hospital  and  specialist  service  is  provided  by 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Doctors  can  arrange  whatever  forms 
of  treatment  are  needed  for  their  patients  in  general  or  special 
hospitals,  whether  as  in-patients  or  out-patients.  Hospital  accom¬ 
modation  of  a  private  nature  is  available  in  certain  circumstances 
subject  to  appropriate  charges.  All  types  of  cases  are  thus  provided 
for  — '  medical,  surgical,  maternity,  infectious  diseases,  and  those 
requiring  sanatorium  or  mental  hospital  treatment. 

The  Worthing  Group  Hospitals  comprise  Worthing,  South¬ 
lands,  Swandean,  Littlehampton  and  Arundel  Hospitals;  Zachary 
Merton  Maternity  Home,  Rustington,  and  certain  Convalescent 
Homes. 

III.— General  Medical  and  Dental  Services. 

Everyone  is  entitled  as  part  of  the  arrangements  for  the 
National  Health  Service  tO'  general  medical  and  dental  care.  Local 
arrangements  for  these  services  are  organised  through  the  National 
Health'  Service  Executive  Council  for  West  Sussex,  63  South 
Street,  Chichester. 

Legislation  in  Force. 

No  Local  Acts,  Special  Orders,  General  Adoptive  Acts  or 
Bye-Laws  relating  to  the  public  Health  have  come  into  force  during 
1950.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  REGULATIONS 


It  has  not  been  necessary  to  serve  any  notice  under  these 
Regulations  which  prevent  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis 
taking  part  in  the  production  of  milk. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936,  SECTION  172. 

No  action  has  had  to  be  taken  by  the  Council  under  this 
section,  which  gives  power  to  Sanitary  Authorities  to  apply  in 
special  cases  for  a  magistrate’s  order  for  the  removal  of  Tuberculous 
persons  tO'  an  Institution  for  isolation.
